DRY LAW MAKES 
LESS COURT WORK 


That prohlMtlM It reusing trim* 


la thU state Is ttldMt from au- 
tistic* compiled by the fteenUry ot 
the State Probation Connlation, 
Chart* L. Ch«te. an« submitted to 
the commission at It* •wetinf IB Al- 
bany laat w*nk.

seventeen ot tb« larger eity and 
eoanty court* In the state for the 
first three month* ot thla year dur- 
ing which constitutional prohibition 
hat been in effect showed that 41,- 
141 offender* of all ages were ar- 
raigned in these oouru. For the 
game period lut year (January, 
February and March. 1919) 68,518 
offenders were brought before the 
•asne courts showing a decrease ot 
23,392. or 34 per cent. 


In the opinion of practically all 


the judges 
and probation officers 


consulted, this remarkable decrease 
in court work is attributable largely 
to the 
effects of prohibition. In 


practically all of the courts by far 
the greatest decrease has been In 
caaes of public intoxication, dis- 
orderly conduct, and other offenses 
growing out of drink, although there 
has been a decrease in other offenses 
as well. 


Every court covered by the inves- 


tigation showed a reduction in court 
caaea due to prohibition. There 
ware no exceptions. 
For instance, 


in all the magistrate courts of New 
York city there was a decrease ot 29 
per cent among all offenders brought 
before the courts: There was a de- 
crease of S 2 per cent in cases of pub- 
lic intoxication. 
Only 
914 were 


brought before all the magistrates 
courts tor the first three months of 
this year for intoxication as com- 
pared with 1,914 for the same per- 
iod lut year. 


In the Buffalo city court, the aver- 


age number of offenders tried month- 
ly has tor many years exceeded two 
thousand. During the first three 
months of 1919, 6,954 criminals 
were tried. This year only 2,417 of- 
fenders were brough before the 
court In three months. The number 
ot intoxication cases for this period 
was only 683, as compared with 
3,9*4 the same period last year. 
la Utlca, arraignments decreased 


tor the three months' neriod from 
721 last year to 363 this year. Only 
48 
cases 
of 
intoxication 
were 


brought before the court for the first 
three months this year as compared 
with 228 last year.

commission expressed the view of 
many When he kaid, "Prohibition has 
made the police business dull com- 
pared with the old regime."

tions." Another says: 
"There has 


been In our city a big decrease in 
crimes caused through booze, men 
heretofore before the court after a 
week-end spree are now working 
steadily and have extra money in 
their pockets, Instead of always l.e- 
ing broke." A woman probation of- 
ficer whu deals with delinquent boys 
and girls 'says: 
"Prohibition has 


turtle:) -.he tldtt for the women ..nd 
children. Despite the cost of living, 
men who formcily neglected their 
fam.'.ies have been able in mar.y 
case* to start bank accounts, make 
payments on homes, clothe their 
families well, put coal in the cellar 
and get food in the larder, things 
unknown in some of these homes be- 
fore the saloons were close*!. The 
best of it is that the majority of 
s awn tell me they don't want 


the former conditions to return be- 
cause they have learned what, enjoy-
